1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a multi-function control key structure including a springy 
keybody including a flat annular base, an annular flange protruded from one side of the 
base, a center through hole surrounded by the annular flange, and a spring plate 
disposed in the center through hole and includes a center through hole and a plurality of 
first spring arms and second spring arms equiangularly arranged around the center 
through hole of the spring plate with the first spring arms having middle mounting holes 
and the second spring arms have free ends terminating in a downwardly extending 
triggering rods and a key cap is mounted in the center through hole in the annular 
flange of the springy body with a shank extending into the center through hole of the 
springy plate, a plurality of driving rods perpendicularly downwardly extended and 
equiangularly arranged around the shank corresponding to the triggering rods of the 
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second spring arms, and a plurality of locating rods perpendicularly downwardly 
extending and equiangularly arranged around the shank and respectively fastened to 
the mounting holes of the first spring arms to cause the driving rods respectively spaced 
from the triggering rods of the second spring arms at a predetermined distance.
